As examination of the official 
primary election returns of eight 
precincts of the Fifth Ward, 
where the results are the subject 
of official investigation, showed 
an amazing preponderance of 
votes for the slates of the Re- 
publican and Democratic ma- 
chines of the ward, a dismissed 
official of one of the precincts ad- 
mitted today that many ballots 
had been marked illegally to fit 


these slates in advance of voters’ 
arrival. 

Joseph L. (Bombie) Spicuzza, 
Republican committeeman, exer- 
cises the dominating influence in 
the ward. Justice of the. Peace 


James H. Deneeffe is the ward's | 


Democratic committeeman. On 
the afternoon of primary day, 
Aug. 1, deputy election commis- 
sioners seized 50 pre-marked Re- 
publican ballots and 19  pre- 
marked Democratic ballots in the 
Nineteenth precinct and removed 
the six Negro officials of the 
precinct. Election Board officials 
said the ballots had been marked 
in advance for the respective ma- 
chine slates. 

Mrs. Sarah Tillard, 1920 O’Fal- 
lon street, Rebublican clerk re- 
moved in the precinct, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that all 
six of the officials in the poll 
had engaged in pre-marking of 
ballots for the slates; she said the 
three Rebublican officials marked 
the Rebublican ballots and the 
three Democrats the ballots of 
their party, but that the Demo- 
crats were a little slow because 
their judges could not read or 
see well. 

Such Action Illegal. 

Tt {s illegal for any one but a 
voter to mark an official ballot, 
except ‘that precinct officials, fol- 
lowing specific directions of an 
illiterate or incapacitated voter, 
may mark one for him. 

“Our voters didn’t know how to 
vote,” said Mrs. Tillard. “They 
just knew they wanted to vote 
Democratic or Republican. _We 
marked ballots to save time for 
them. We didn’t think there was 
any harm, as Spicuzza was un- 
opposed.” 

Not In Spicuzza’s Outfit. 

During the early morning rush 
of election day the ballots were 
marked one at a time as voters 
requested them, Mrs. Tillard said, 
but afterward it was decided to 
have them prepared in advance 
for all voters. Nearly all of the 
voters entered carrying the ma- 
chine sample ballots, she added. 
Mrs. Tillard said she did not be- 
long to Spicuzza’s ward organiza-

NEW YORK, Aug. 11 (AP). — 
Wendell Willkie, 1940 Republican 
presidential nominee, has been in- 
vited to discuss foreign affairs 


with President Roosevelt, two 
New York newspapers say. 

The Times and the Herald Tri- 
bune report that the President 
wrote a letter about July 13 in- 
viting Willkie to a discussion. 

Asked to confirm it, Willkie 
said, “No comment.” 

Both the Herald Tribune and the 
Times say that the President’s 
letter to Willkie has been reported 
in Washington for several days 
and that its existence was verified 
here yesterday. 

The Times asserts its sources, 
who said they had seen the letter, 
reported it “made clear that the 
President had no desire or inten- 
tion of compromising Mr. Willkie’s 
position in this year’s campaign, 
and that nothing relating to the 
campaign, its issues or progress 
would be disclosed at the proposed 
conference.” 

The Herald Tribune says the 
letter “specified that the discus- 
sion was not to include politics on 
the agenda.” 


A New York columnist reported 
today that Willkie’s friends are 
betting 2 to 1 that Willkie will 
not indorse Gov. Thomas _ E. 
Dewey, the Republican presiden- 
tial nominee.

‘Results Good’ in Blows 
3500 Miles Apart on 
Day — Philip- 
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pines Bombed by Lib- 
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WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
Two forces of mighty B-29 Super- 
fortresses bombed centers of Jap- 
anese industrial strength 3500 
miles apart in raids yesterday. 
Three planes are unaccounted for. 
A fourth was forced down in 
friendly territory. At least three 
enemy craft were destroyed. 

The Twentieth Bombing Com- 
mand, giving details of the raids— 
the fourth major strike of the 
giant planes — announced that 
bombing results were “good” both 
at Palembang in southern Suma- 
tra and at Nagasaki, ship and 
plane center on the Japanese is- 
land of Kyushu. 


The command said large fires 
were started at Palembang, and a 
dispatch from a secret Superfort- 
ress base said incendiary bombs, 
used for the first time on Japan, 
set fires at Nagasaki. Forces en- 
gaged in the raids were described 
as “medium-sized.” 


From the Southwest - Pacific, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur reported 
that Liberators had three times at- 
tacked airfields at Davao, the first 
American raid on the Philippines 
since Corregidor fell to the Japa- 
nese in May, 1942. 

The Palembang attack, Involv- 
ing a 3600-mile round trip and 
officially described ag “the long- 
est bombing mission ever under- 
taken,” was directed against the 
Pladjoe refinery, whence comes a 
major portion of Japan’s high-oc- 
tane gasoline. 

Over Nagasaki 90 Minutes. 

Over Japanese home territory 
itself, the bombers spent 90 min- 
utes. Nagasaki is the twelfth 
largest Japanese city. 

Antiaircraft opposition at Plad- 
joe was described as “weak to 
moderate” and at Nagasaki as 
“meager to moderate and inaccu- 
rate.” 

Fighter opposition similarly was 
weak to moderate at Pladjoe and 
“weak” over Sumatra, where B-29 
crews reported they downed one 
fighter. 

At least two others were shot 
down by fighter aircraft attached 
to a forward base in China where 
one Superfortress made a forced. 
landing, only to be pounced on. 
and strafed by four Japanese 
ships.

Americans had been held in a 
prisoner of war camp in Man- 
churia. 


Red Cross Report. 

The Navy said it was informed 
the Red Cross had been told by 
the Japanese Foreign Office that: 

“The night of June 21, 1943, the 
prisoners escaped camp and fled 
in the direction of Russia. On 
July 2, 1943, they accosted a police 
inspector and endeavored to ob- 
tain food, stating they were starv- 
ing. The inspector questioned 
them and they tried to pass as 
'German aviators explaining that 
their plane had crashed.

The temporary glutting of some 
trucking docks was lessened as 
merchandise was transferred to 
truck lines unaffected by the 
strike, William L. Ryan, president

Goods. con- 
signed to points east, north and 
south continued to move unmo- 
lested.

Report to Tokyo Cabinet. 

The Tokyo radio said detailed 
reports on the raid on the Jap- 
anese homeland were submitted 
to the Japanese cabinet at its reg- 
ular Friday morning meeting by 
War Minister Marshal Gen. Sugi- 
yama and Home Affairs Minister 
Shugeo Odachi.

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TRUMAN AFFIRMS 
BELIEF IN MORAL 
REARMAMIENT IDEA 


Raises Morale in War 
Plants, He Says — Dis- 
claims Membership in 
Movement. 


By EDWARD A. HARRIS

the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Sen- 
ator Harry S. Truman of Missouri, 
Democratic vice-presidential nomi- 
nee, today affirmed his belief that 
the Moral Rearmament movement 
raised the morale of shipyard and 
other war plant workers in the 
early months of the war and is 
still contributing to unity in the 
war effort, but he disclaimed any 
actual membership in the move- 
ment. 

In view of the Senator’s new 
prominence as President Roose- 
velt’s running mate, renewed in- 
terest has been shown in his past 
connections with the much-debated 
MRA program, once known as the 
Buchmanite movement, after its 
founder, Frank N. D. Buchman, 
and also as the Oxford group. 

Truman told.the Post-Dispatch 
that his interest in Moral Rearma- 
ment had nothing whatever to do 
with his own personal religious 
persuasion, which is Baptist, ex- 
cept as there is a community of 
interest between all religions and 
all moral codes. He cited the 
preachments contained in the Ser- 
mon on the Mount and in the 
Ten Commandments as represent- 
ing the full substance of his own 
religious beliefs. 

Doing Good Work, He says. 

He explained that the Buchman- 
{te or Moral Rearmament program 
first came to his attention about 
five years ago during a trip he 
made to the shipyards on the 
West Coast, where he learned that 
members of MRA were “doing 
good work among laborers in 
getting them to devote their time 
to defense jobs.” 

Intensely concerned with any- 
thing that promised to contribute 
to the war preparation program, 
Truman said, he decided to lend 
a helping hand to Moral Rearma- 
ment whenever he could. When 
they held a huge rally at Con- 
stitution Hall in the capital, the 
President sent a message which 
he asked Truman to read to the 

mblage. 

erry “Trumen said, he and 
Representative James W. Wads- 
worth of New York spoke at an- 
other Moral Rearmament gather- 
ing in Philadelphia. Truman said 
his third and last appearance was 
at the National Theater in the 
capital last May 14, when he and 
Wadsworth, as co-chairmen of the 
committee on invitations for the 
event, participated in a lengthy 
program heralding the premiere 
of “The Forgotten Factor,” an 
original drama presented by the 
MRA to portray national team- 
work. 

Truman, Wadsworth and a host 
of representatives of labor, civic 
and.management groups stressed 
the beneficial results of teamwork, 
as dramatized onthe stage. Among 
the speakers was R. Adm. Richard 
E. Byrd, who declared that the 
play spoke for “the fight for a 
mew America — strong, clean, 
united.” Wadsworth described the 
drama as “the most important 
play produced by the war.” 

Increased Teamwork. 

Labor representatives reported 
that the Moral Rearmament pro- 
gram had “increased teamwork 
and production in aircraft, ship 
building and other industries.” A 
message from Gen. John J. Per- 
shing was read. 

Guests included 20 delegates 
from the international labor con- 
ference in Philadelphia, led by 
Walter Nash, Deputy Prime Min- 
ister of New Zealand, and Dame 
Anne Laughlin, former chairman 
of the British Trades Union Con- 
gress. From the London confer- 
ence of Dominion Prime Minis- 
ters, Prime Minister John Curtin 
of Australia cables his regrets at 
being unable to attend. 

Reviewing these activities in be- 
half of the movement, Truman 
stressed several times that his in- 
terest was merely that of anyone 
deeply concerned with the war 
effort, and particularly in the need 
for full co-operation between labor 
and management. He pointed out 
that the MRA program empha- 
sizes the need for better relations 
between individuals, between em- 
ployers and between nations. Tru- 
man said he personally will always 
favor “anything” that tends to im- 
plement the moral codes of indi- 
Viduals and nations. 

Subject of Controversy. 

The MRA has been the subject 
of controversial discussion for 
many years and sometimes the ob- 
ject of severe criticism, as when 
a number of.

The Truck Strike 


Since the spreading strike of truck drivers in 
the Midwest affects only those operators who 
have refused to honor a War Labor Board wage- 
increase order, the inquiry into causes must 
center in the reason for their refusal, Here, as 
is common in labor disturbances, the stated 
motive, designed to appeal to public sympathy, 
may differ radically from the real motive. 

The stated reason is inability to bear the in- 
creased expense without compensatory rate in- 
creases or some other form of relief. If it can 
be established as true, it is persuasive, for our 
business tradition abhors compulsory operation 
at a loss or even on an unduly narrow profit 
margin. Under the law, such compulsion is 
tonfiscation, and forbidden. ‘True or not, it is 
a shrewdly conceived appeal to everyone who 
at any time hag thought the Government was 
pushing him too hard. 

There is, however, very substantial reason to 
believe that the appeal against confiscation is 
a false front in this affair A large number of 
operators made the 7-cent wage increase without 
protest, which is in itself an indication that the 
order imposes no unreasonable burden on the 
industry as a whole. If trucking profits are at 
all in proportion to those in most other kinds 
of business which have expanded greatly with 
the war—and there is no visible reason why 
they should not be—the lines are asked to pay 
out as increased wages only a little more than 
they would have paid as excess-profits taxes in 
any event, 

A still more compelling logic enforces skepti- 
cism against the plea of financial in&bility. Be- 
fore issuing the order, the national WLB, which 
took the question on appeal from the regional 
board, would naturally have turned to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission's detailed records 
of the operators’ finances and operating data. 
Those records, if correctly reported by the com- 
panies themselves, permit precise and rather 
simple determinations of what the wage increase 
would do to operators’ margins. It is almost 
beyond belief that the WLB, especially in an 
appealed case, would not have taken this ele- 
mentary precaution. 

Under these circumstances, the intransigeant 
group of operators must either discredit their 
own reports to the ICC or show that WLB erred 
in its arithmetic—or, perhaps, made no deter- 
mination at all. Instead, they seem to be sitting 
tight with a categorical plea that they cannot 
afford to comply. 

If the plea is genuine, legal remedies are avail- 
able. The operators’ lawful course—not to speak 
of simple public duty—would have been to ac- 
cept the wage order and enter a rate-increase 
case before the ICC or take a court appeal 
from the order. For some reason not made clear, 
they have so far chosen not to do so, stood fast, 
and precipitated the strike. 

Reprehensible in any kind of enterprise, such 
an attitude is doubly so in a transportation com- 
pany, a public utility which provides an indis- 
pensable service. Under the law, public utilities 
are not free to consign business to the devil 
and shut up shop when the whim moves. 

Why, then, do some operators pursue these 
indefensible tactics? The answer can only be 
guessed at. 

Whatever they really are trying to accomplish, 
the companies have maneuvered themselves into 
a position where they must either prove error 
on the part of the Government or be themselves 
convicted before the public. . The strike is dead- 
locked. With the support of the WLB order to 
enlist sympathy, the strikers are not likely to 
back down. Unless, therefore, the operators do 
speedily recede, the Government will undoubtedly 
seize them as soon as the President’s signature 
can be obtained. 

Seizure may be exactly what the operators 
want. Unless the unknown full facts are very 
different from what can be strongly inferred 
from the incomplete ones now known, however, 
it would be popular with more people than not, 
If it comes, the Government will have an inter- 
est in getting out the whole facts to justify its 
acts; and in any event, the public, the eventual 
sufferer from interrupted service, has an interest 
in demanding that they be exposed. 
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Rooms for a World Series 


The alacrity with which hotel reservations in 
St. Louis are being gobbled up, in anticipation 
of an all-St. Louis World Series, suggests that 
perhaps this matter of hotel accommodations 
would bear a little looking into, preferably by 
the hotel operators themselves, 

If there is any indication that scalpers are at 
work, the indications should be pursued, and, 
if it proved that profiteering was in progress, 
this favorite wartime pursuit of dollar patriots 
should be stopped before it got entirely started, 

If the deluge of reservations proved to be the 
work only of avid and forward-looking fans, the 
hotels might well consider some such regulation 
as ODT has made for the railroads, limiting res- 
ervations to a certain number of weeks in ads 
This procedure would serve also to lend 
hindrance and discomfort to speculators, and this 
should be the prevailing purpose of the hotel 
operators.

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Judge Welsh’s Investigation 

The hope that the whole truth of the Philadel- 
phia transit strike will be brought out has been 
given impetus with the words of Federal Dis- 
trict Judge George A. Welsh to the investigating 
grand jury. For Judge Welsh made it clear that 
he will demand the whole story, let the chips fall 
where they may. 

“The strikers,” sald he, “exalted the cause of 
racial prejudice. But have they given us the 
real reason for the strike? I hope it was not 
the real reason. . . . If race hatred was the real 
reason, then we must not be quiet or take it lying 
down. We must punish the men who called such 
a strike and say emphatically that they do not 
represent the people of this community or the 
men who are fighting for democracy.” 

Ringing words, were those, and all the other 
straight-from-the-shoulder words that went with 
them. Whatever the disposition of its individ- 
ual members may be, this jury will not shirk 
its task without incurring judicial thunder, 

Nor, especially, will it be allowed to steer away 
from a particularly noxious motive rumored in 
Philadelphia—a rumor that the atrike was fo- 
mented by Republican leaders hoping on the one 
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hand to hurt the President by discrediting the 
CIO, whose partisanship for him is schoolboys’ 
knowledge, and on the other to woo Negro voters 
back into the Republican fold. 

“You have got to be cognizant,” Judge Welsh 
told the jury, “of the fact that a national elec- 
tion is impending. God forbid that I should 
bring politics into this investigation, but... 
something that happens in Philadelphia today 
—gsomething in which truth did not prevail— 
could have its repercussions in the length and 
breadth of the land and have its effect upon the 
national election.” 

Is the “God forbid” a pious disclaimer of 
a New Dealer who is about to bring politics into 
it in the hope of turning it into a triumph for 
the administration? Judge Welsh was appointed 
by Herbert Hoover. As a member of Congress, 
he was a regular Republican. And Philadel- 
phia’s regular Republicans, as everyone knows, 
are exceptionally regular. Evidently Judge Welsh 
is a regular man, too, and that first. 
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F.D.R. at Honolulu 


In a delayed dispatch of July 29 from Honolulu, 
the American people were informed that their 
President had concluded a three-day visit to the 
island attack by the Japanese in 1941. 

We are told only in general terms of the 
important decisions made at the meetings, such 
as that new offensives are planned against the 
Jap, that we are going to retake and free the 
Philippines and that our goal is unconditional 
Japanese surrender. That is telling us what we 
already knew. But the very presence of Roose- 
velt, MacArthur, Nimitz and perhaps statesmen 
and commanders from other countries on the 
Hawalian Islands tells us other things. 

It means that the President was acting in that 
much cussed and discussed role of Commander- 
in-Chief, a role which vests him with military as 
well as political leadership. He no doubt ex- 
amined and passed upon questions of grand 
strategy originated by the Pacific commanders, 
and probably himself offered suggestions con- 
cerning grand strategy. During the meetings, he 
also had a chance to take a keen look at the 
Pacific commanders to satisfy himself as to their 
energy and judgment, because it is he who must 
choose the right man to conduct the war and 
to weed out incompetents among the high com- 
mand when he finds them. 

No doubt the President's trip to the Pacific 
meant something else. It meant that the war 
in Europe is going so well that the time has come 
to look forward to the day when, with Germany 
finished, the massed naval and military might 
of the United States can be transferred to the 
Pacific to finish up the Japs. If our dispositions 
in the European zone of war were not such as 
to please the President, he would not be likely 
to go far off into the Pacific to plan Far Eastern 
offensives. So his presence at Honolulu was bad 
news for Hitler as well as bad news for “the 
Nipponese.

Only Pap for the Armed Forces? 


The War Department’s banning of the films 
“Wilson” and “Heavenly Days” from showing to 
the armed forces should demonstrate forcibly 
enough that Congress erred when it enacted Title 
5 of the soldiers’ ballot law and that this regula- 
tion was extreme, unworkable and ridiculous. 
“Wilson” has been objected to in one quarter of 
opinion on the ground that it likens the First 
World War President to President Roosevelt and 
is therefore political propaganda for the latter. 
“Heavenly Days” is a satire on the New Deal. 

Title 5 prohibits any officer or employe of 
the Federal Government from putting at the 
disposal of the armed forces any literature or 
broadcast which, “when considered in its en- 
tirety, contains political propaganda obviously 
designed to affect the result of any election for 
President, Vice President, presidential elector, 
member of the Senate or-member of the House 
of Representatives.” Violation is made a criminal 
offense punishable by a fine of $1000 or one 
year’s imprisonment, or both. 

Obviously the agents of Government charged 
with the enforcement of provisions so vaguely 
defined, and threatened by penalties so definite- 
ly stated, would scarcely take chances and in- 
terpret Title 5 liberally, They would be, natural- 
ly enough. disinclined to risk fine or sentence 
or both. Instead of leaning backward toward 
liberality, the Army has leaned so far frontward 
that it has banned British newspapers and maga- 
zines from camps in England until after the 
presidential election. 

The chaotic conditions in book publishing which 
had been brought about by the ambiguous law 
had already led Senator Taft of Ohio, author of 
Title 5, to promise corrective legislation, not 
without prodding from Norman Cousins, editor of 
the Saturday Review of Literature, and Archi- 
bald G. Ogden, executive director of the Council 
of Books in Wartime. 

The best correction which Senator Taft cowd 
make would be to introduce a bill repealing 
Tithe 5 outright. justification on 
earth for treating the men of our armed forces 
as if they were intellectually infants, They 
should have access to the productions of 
screen, press and radio on the same basis as all 


other American citizens.

When Wendell Berge, Assistant Attorney 
General, told the American Urological As- 
sociation that “a new medical order” is 
inevitable, he merely stated an unadorned 
fact that is recognized by practically all 
save a dwindling, but still powerful, group 
in the medical profession, 


Mr. Berge stated succinctly that the new 
order need not be that provided in the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill or any other 
form of so-called Government medicine un- 
less the great body of doctors stubbornly 
refuse to seek some better means of bring- 
ing the best availabhke medical technique 
within reach of persons of moderate in- 
come, 


The automobile was a wonderful inven- 
tion, but it did not become a great boon to 
the American public until engineers and 
business men together found means of pro- 
ducing and distributing cars to the millions 
of ordinary people who wanted them but 
had not been able to afford them, 


Pre-Payment Plan’s Success 


Without suggesting for a moment that 
“assembly-line’” methods are applicable to 
medical practice—although something ap- 
proaching them is used in such great and 
“ethical” clinics as that of the Mayos—it is 
still true that experiments, such as the 
medical pre-payment plan, have clearly in- 
dicated that it is possible to give more 
g00d medical service to more persons: of 
moderate income without in any way en- 
dangering the welfare of the patient or the 
profession. 


There is indication that opposition to the 
medical pre-payment plan is weakening in 
spots, but there is scant evidence yet of 
whole-hearted and universal support within 
the profession for the prepaid plan or any 
other that bears promise of progress. 
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The irreconcilables exhaust their vocab- 
ulary in condemnation of “socialized medi- 
cine” and imply that the choice must be 
between that and “private practice.” Mr. 
Berge rightly says that such an approach 


has led to “confusion and dogmatism.” 


There are timid souls in the profession 
who dread any change involving any risk 
and any effort, and who demand proof that 
the new proposal is without flaw. There 
are the politically-minded who will oppose 
change so long as such opposition will add 
to their popularity in the profession. And 
there are still the subtle obstructionists 
who never say No, but suggest that the 
matter be referred to some graveyard com- 
mittee, 


Public's Right to Speak 


How much more credit, then, to those 
men of medicine who have dared to speak 
forth for action and have given of their 
time and energy to produce action! They 
have had courage to say that the public 
and the sociologists and the press have a 
right to opinions about public health and 
to express them in English instead of 
Latin. 

Such counsel seems to be making a little 
headway. With the help of clear thinking 
along the lines Mr, Berge indicates, sound 
progress can be made to the everlasting 
profit of everybody concerned, 


But if the dawdlers, the do-nothings and 
the demagogues of the medical hierarchy 
prevail, the day may soon come when, as 
Mr, Berge says, “laymen will create a 
medical order which may prove to be in- 
different, or even blind, to the values that 
doctors prize most.” 

The decision is still for the profession to 
make. The alternatives are clear, But the 
time grows shorter by the day.

Popularity of American Books 
In Victorian England Analyzed 
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“American Literature in Nineteenth Century Vre- 
land,’’ by Clarence Gohdes, (Columbia University 
Press, N. Y.) 

This is valuable exploration and pioneer- 
ing. Prof. Gohdes tells us he worked pri- 
marily for specialists, and he has done that. 
But anyone with a fairly well informed in- 
terest in American literature, in Victorian 
England, or in Anglo-American relations 
will have a good time reading the book and 
will come out wiser. 

Nineteenth century England read Ameri- 
can authors; indeed, read them voraciously, 
especially after the reform bill of 1832. 
The bases of this English interest are pre- 
sented, the means and extent of satisfying 
it, and something of the critical reactions 
to what was read. 

The upper classes on the whole disap- 
proved of us and feared our institutions, 
though a few free minds understood the 
antagonism and did not share it. Our lit- 
erature was—in democratic tradition—con- 
sciously interested in the people, and it was 
read widely; not just in America, but across 
the sea as well.

Conditions of international 
stimulated the English book trade, for 
pirating was easy and profitable. This 
was not, however, the whole basis for enor- 
mous quantities of cheap reprints of Amer- 
ican books and quantities of more expen- 
sive editions; and it was obviously not the 
basis for large imports from America, In 
fact, in the decade after the United States 
passed its copyright law, British consump- 
tion of American books was highest. 

Dissemination and consumption of pert- 
odical material from America followed 
somewhat the same pattern. In cheap 
English publications, articles were simply 
lifted. Better magazines included some 
American contributions, often many. Amer- 
ican magazines had British agencies, jus 
tified by circulation of respectable size. 

The early British view was that there 
was no American literature, that we were 
imitators and pirates. Later we could not 
be ignored; but sometimes what we did 
very well was held not the thing to do, or 
not the thing to judge by, or not our pecu- 
liar province. However, we made frienda, 
were considered, even scolded for not ap- 
preciating our own writers. 

English writers recorded how American 
writers influenced their work. Most vitgl 
was our influence on the middle class. We 
were modifying journalism, political views 
and history. 

Mr. Gohdes concludes that our literature 
met a growing need in Britain, since we 
have “the technique of appeal to the 
masses. And that, for better or for worse, 
is a democratic influence.”

or a tank in it, covering it with 
brush, 

Also they tynnel under the 
hedgerows from the back and 
make the opening on the forward 
side just large enough to stick a 
machine gun through. 

But mostly the hedgerow pattern 
is this: A heavy machine gun 
hidden at each end of the field 
and infantrymen hidden all along 
the hedgerow with rifles and ma- 
chine pistols. 


>. 2° 2 
Men Move Up Cautiously. 
OW it’s up to us to dig them 
out of there. It’s a slow and 
cautious business, and there is 
nothing very dashing about it. 
Our men don’t go across the open 
fields in dramatic charges such 
as you see in the movies. They 
did at first, but they learned bet- 
ter. 

They go in tiny groups, a squad 
or less, moving yards apart and 
sticking close to the hedgerows 
on either end of the field. They 
creep a few yards, squat, wait, 
then creep again. 

If you could be right up there 
between the Germans and the 
Americans you wouldn't see very 
many men at any one time—just 
a few here and there, always try- 
ing to keep hidden. But you 
eB hear an awful lot of noise. 

Our men were taught in train- 
ing not to fire until they saw 
something to fire at. But that 
hasn’t worked in this country, 
because you see so little. 
alternative is to keep shooting 
constantly at the hedgerows. 
That pins the Germans in their 
holes while we sneak up on them, 

The attacking squads sneak up 
the sides of the hedgerows while 
the other men of the platoon stay 
back in their own hedgerow and 
keep the forward hedge saturated 
with bullets. They shoot rifle 
grenades, too, and a mortar squad 
a little farther back keeps lobbing 
mortar shells over onto the Ger- 
mans. 

The little advance groups get up 
to the far ends of the hedgerows 
at the corners of the field. They 
first try to knock out the ma- 
chine guns at each corner. They 
do this with hand grenades, rifle 
grenades and machine guns,

Germans Usually Pull Back, 

SUALLY, when the pressure 

gets on, the German defend- 
ers of the hedgerow start pulling 
back. They'll take their heavier 
guns and most of the men back a 
couple of fields and start digging 
in for a new line. 

They leave about two machine 
guns and a few riflemen scattered 
through the hedge, to do a lot of 
shooting and hold up the Ameri- 
cans as long as they can, 


Our men now sneak along the 
front line of the hedgerow, throw- 
ing grenades over onto the other 
side and spraying the hedges with 
their guns. The fighting is very 
close—only a few yards apart—but 
it is seldom actual hand-to-hand 
stuff, 

Sometimes tl remaining Ger- 
mans come out of their holes with 
their hands up. Sometimes they 
try to run for it and are mowed 
down. Sometimes they won't come 
out at all, and a hand grenade, 
thrown into their hole, finishes 
them off. 

And s0 we've taken another 
hedgerow and are rcady to start 
on the one beyond. 

This hedgerow business is a se- 
ries of little skirmishes like that 
clear across the front, thousands 
and thousands of little skirmishes. 
No single one of them is very big. 
But add them all up over the days 
and weeks and you've got a man- 
sized war, with thousands on both 
sides being killed,

terday I went on a 
scrounging sortie 
that netted me a 
German wardrobe 
and a bedside 
chair. These items 
of furniture, which 
now repose in my 
mildewed Army 
tent, are my proud- 
est possessions in 


Normandy and the envy of many an accom- 
plished scrounge hound with far more expe- 
rience than myself. The mere fact that the 
having of such items of furniture in an Army 
tent is against all regulations makes them, of 
course, all the more valuable and also gives me 
a reputation of sorts as word gets around that 
“Irwin has a captured German wardrobe in 
her tent.” The fact that the wardrobe is a 
phony affair with only three sides and no back 
and that the slat-bottomed chair has only three 
legs, makes no difference. The respect you 
command as a scrounge hound is in direct ratio 
to the ingenuity you employ to secure whatever 
contraband item you possess.

MY WARDROBE AND chair were acquired 
in the best scrounge hound manner. With a 
young Lieutenant in the Signal Corps I set out 
right after 6:15 breakfast yesterday morning in 
a munitions carrier, armed with K-rations, a coil 
of telephone wire and that innocent expression 
that all scrounge hounds wear when they’re on 
the trail of loot. 

Our “target” for the day was a German post- 
office rather hastily abandoned by the retreat- 
ing enemy while making room for the advanc- 
ing American Army. The Lieutenant had “dis- 
covered” the postoffice in a French field while 
on reconnaisance for a suitable spot for an 
American Army radio station and had assured 
me that the loot would not be picked over since 
the place had not been “de-booby trapped.”

WHEN WE REACHED our target, the 
Lieutenant examined the steps and doorway 
leading into the postoffice while I stood at a 
respeetful distance behind a fair-sized tree. But 
the place didn’t blow up and I saw the Lieu- 
tenant walking around inside the postoffice. I 
followed, a bit gingerly, but bravely enough, I 
was assured, in view of the fact that I might 
be facing my first booby trap. 

In the officer’s living quarters of this German 
postoffice I spied my now-prized wardrobe. The 
Lieutenant and I cautiously passed two rounds 
of telephone wire around the cupboard, tied a 
secure knot in the wire, and ran the wire out 
as we backed out of the postoffice and down 
the road a few hundred feet. When we had 
backed up what the Lieutenant considered a 
gafe distance, we gave the wire a yank and held 
our breath. The wardrobe fell over on its face 
with a resounding crash, but once more the 
postoffice failed to blow up. The Lieutenant 
opined that the Germans must have left in too 
much of a hurry to plant the place with booby 
traps and we went back into the postoffice to 
carry out the wardrobe. This same procedure 
was repeated with the three-legged chair and a 
beat-up old desk which the Lieutenant rather 


fancied. 
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THIS TO ME RATHER commendable urge to 
make a home out of an Army tent is distinctly 
frowned upon by the military. The other day 
while I was away from my “little home” under 
this scaly tree in this long-neglected apple 
orchard, the Commanding General in this area 
passed through and just happened to pass by 
my tent. The escorting officer on this inspec- 
tion tour tried to steer the General away from 
my tent, but the General peeked in and, while 
the escorting officer held his breath, surveyed 
the assortment of boards and pieces of kindling 
with which I have tried to make a floor, and the 
odd size boxes I use for dressing table, waste 
basket and kitchen cupboard. The conversation 
between the escorting inspection officer and 
the General, as it was reported to me later, 
went something like this: “This is a war corre- 
spondent’s tent, sir. Do you recommend a 
reprimand?” To which the General replied 
rather querulously, ‘“Reprimand, hell, I'd recom- 
mend that the whole tent be condemned.” And 
that was before I added my three-legged chair 
and the Germar wardrobe without a back,

LIFE ASSUMES STRANGE proportions here 
top acquires a value many millions of times 
greater than its intrinsic worth. An old box that 
can be used to keep things off the camp ground 
is beyond price. And a five-gallon tin can that 
can be used for bathing and washing clothes is 
appreciated more over here than a tile bath with 
chromium fittings is valued back home. 

From Cherbourg to St. Lo, I have “scrounged” 
the strange assortment of furniture and fittings 
with which I have made a home here in France. 
My bathtub, since I graduated from the tin-hat 
bath stage, is a five-gallon can that once con- 
tained dehydrated cabbage. 
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THIS FIVE-GALLON tin came from an Army 
mess in a prisoner of war camp. My dressing 
table is a box that once contained ammunition. 
I acquired it at an ammunition dump a few 
kilometers from here. My “kitchen cupboard” 
where I keep my mess gear and extra rations 
I have been able to “scrounge” is a still larger 
box that once contained tent pegs. It came 
from a quartermaster supply depot. 


My ambition now is to acquire a piece of 
armor plate, preferably German for the dramatic 
effect, for a covering for my foxhole alongside 
my tent. I’ve just heard via the Army grape- 
vine that such an item is to be had from a 
German 105 artillery piece still standing in a 
German gun emplacement about 15 kilometers 
from here.

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The New Films

Pearl Buck's Fine War Story. 

“DRAGON SEED,” a movie based on the book by Pearl 
Buck, opened yesterday on a single-feature program at LOEW’S 
to tell a story of China’s fight for freedom that puts it among 
the best pictures of the year. 

The only film of recent months this depart- 
ment can liken it to is “Going My Way.” The 
resemblance, of course, is only in the excellencies 
of these respective pictures. There couldn't pos- 
sibly be more difference in theme, story, and 
treatment. The “dragon” of the title of “Dragon 
Seed” refers to the mythological animal which ig 
a symbol of China's soul. The “seed” are the 
children of that soul, awakened to resistance by 
the brutalities of the Japanese invaders. 

The story opens in 1937 with a rumor of war in the north 
in a village in the complacent family of Ling Tan (Walter Hus- 
ton), a family which includes Ling Tan’s three sons and their 
families, notably Son Turhan Bey and his wife Katharine Hep- 
burn. By slow stages, and then, in violent explosions, the war 
reaches the village. The “dragon,” its ancient customs and 
manners personalized in the Ling Tan family, is flattened by 
the ruthless onset. Then, under the very heels of the con- 
querors, the seed of a new China begins to bloom. Determined 
to keep living, the “dragon’s” reborn soul sways thickly in the 
wind like a field of corn. The picture, through scenes of mount- 
ing power, reaches an evocative climax in which the family, 
to keep the Japs from using its land, burns it. 


The Old and the New China. 


Against the element of unadulterated and total strife are 
posed a number of the witty and wise sayings with which, ac- 
cording to the author, the Chinese love to hold their debates. 
In the midst of the war, Huston, in his role as a man who 
thinks fighting crude, laments that China “is not a cloth that 
can be rolled up and taken away with you from the war.” 
Akim Tamiroff, as a collaborationist-minded member of the 
family, is still Chinese enough, in the debate, to say politely, 
in urging “compromise,” “I speak for myself, but others are 
welcome to listen.” 


The transition from the old to the new China is suggested 
nowhere more delicately (or with more fun) than in an argu- 
ment between Bey and Miss Hepburn, in which Bey, very much 
in love, wants to caress her, whereas she, bored with such a 
conventional show of devotion, wants him instead to buy her a 
book. “But no woman in our family has ever read,” he pro- 
tests. She continues to demand the modern proof of devotion, 
and he agrees to get her a book. Still, when they walk back 
to their home through the fields, he walks in front, she behind, 
in silently-agreed-upon ancient style. 


The finest single sequence in the picture has the men and 
women in the village, working with the harvest, looking up to 
strange sight on the road. Columns of sweating men 
are advancing down the road, pulling machinery behind them. 
“We are moving a city and a factory,” they say, in answer to 
the farmers’ auestion. This scene was in the beginning of the 
picture. At intervals through the picture, the same columns 
are shown going further inland, toward and through the moun- 
tains, to lay the industrial basis for a Chinese rebirth. 
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Included in the stellar cast, beside Huston, Miss Hepburn, 
Bey, and Tamiroff, are Aline MacMahon as the Chinese mother, 
Agnes Moorehead, and Robert Lewis. Direction was by Jack 
Conway and Harold S. Bucquet. Shots of the heads of the 
beautiful slanteyed little children of China decorate the picture 
throughout like stained-glass paintings a cathedral. 


One You Can Sleep Through. 


The transition, in all factors of merit, from the above- 
reviewed picture to “ATLANTIC CITY,” the chief “offering” 
at the FOX, is a transition from the practically sublime to the 
unbeautifully pediculous. 

Ostensibly the story of a city, it is really the 
story of an anti-social and revolting human 
heel who, supposedly, helped “build” that city. 
The heel, played in an unstimulating style by 
Brad Taylor, is a real estate and show business 

promoter who doublecrosses and fools everybody and would do 
the same for himself if he weren't too smart to let himself get 
away with it. 

Had the studio made up its mind to show him as a heel 
and let the picture, with all its ensuing developments and end- 
ings, take the consequences, there might have been more in- 
terest in it. But, of course, it would then have been another 
picture we'd be talking about. What the studio does is show 
the heel as a heel, but all the time lay the foundations for a 
change. It is just mawkish and unconvincing, even infuriating, 
when Hollywood juice is sprayed in the end on the stinker 
and he b@eomes a rose. 

- Constance Moore plays Taylor’s wife in a way that would 
give you or me the right to sue for divorce in appropriate 
other circumstances. Paul Whiteman and Louis Armstrong 
and their bands are seen briefly, but are swallowed in the 
general torpor. So is the old-time vaudevillian Frisco, and 
others. You'd better Jike Jerry Colonna, if you insist on at- 
tending the show. He’s the only bright spot. 


Horror Film, Oh Horror! 


“THE INVISIBLE MAN’S REVENGE” is one of the two 
“features” (ha, ha) at the MISSOURL One would like to con- 
clude the review of the “invisible man” with that first sentence, 
but there's a full column to be filled. 

Jon Hall plays the part of a homicidal 
maniac who returns from Darkest Africa, where 
he’s bumped off an interne and two nurses, to 
claim his share of an inheritance in England, held 
by a partner of earlier enterprises in Africa and 
the partner’s wife, Gale Sondergaard. The partner has a 
daughter, Evelyn Ankers, whom Hall WANTS. So Hall 
gets thrown out on his ear. He stumbles into Leon Errol, 
a Cockney, who befriends him. Still stumbling, Hall meets 
a scientist, John Carradine, who has a houseful of invisible 
dogs and parrots. He makes Hall invisible, Hall kills him 
for his pains and returns to the house he’s been thrown out 
of to try to kill everybody but Evelyn. 


Don't you know how this picture will end? As Hall lies 
dead, ripped open at his invisible throat by a dog, invisible 
itself once, a voice i8 heard sayiuag something to the effect 
that crime doesn’t pay. But perhaps this picture is proof 
that it sometimes does.

HIS is a southern European 
method of cooking liver and 
it is worth knowing because 
liver is so important in the diet. 
Larding the liver is important, be- 


‘cause liver needs fat in the cook- 


ing or it may be unpleasantly dry. 
Larding means threading strips of 
fat salt pork or bacon through 
lean meat to prevent it from be- 
coming dry in the cooking. Chefs 
and experienced home cooks often 
use real larding needles, but they 
are hard to find these days. Lard- 
ing, however, can be done with- 
out a special needle. A+ sharp 
slender knife can be used to make 
gashes through the meat or 
through the surface in a fashion 
like you would make long bast- 
ing stitch in sewing. Then a blunt 
instrument such as a wooden 
meat skewer can be used to poke 
the strips of fat meat through 
these stitches. As the meat cooks 
the fat melts and spreads out over 
the surface of the meat to have 
a basting effect and prevents the 
meat from drying out. 


Liver Sauerbraten. 


One pound beef liver in two 
thick ‘slices; one-half cup mild 
vinegar; one and one-fourth cups 
water; one tablespoon sugar; 
three-fourths teaspoon salt; two 
slices salt pork; one large onion, 
cut into %-inch slices; three ta- 
blespoons shortening; six whole 
cloves; one medium bay leaf; one- 
half tablespoon flour. 


Place liver in a glass or enamel, 


dish and pour on the combined 
vinegar, water, sugar and salt; 
cover and set in refrigerator over 
night. Drain the liver and “lard” 
with strips of salt pork. To “lard,” 
cut small slits in the liver and 
weave in the strips of salt pork. 
MeanWhile, saute onion in the hot 
shortening; remove and ”* quickly 
brown the liver in the remaining 
shortening. Add the onion slices, 
bay leaf and cloves. Cook down 
the vinegar liquid to three-fourths 
cup and add gradually to liver as 
needed. Turn liver once during 
cooking, and sprinkle flour on top. 
Simmer for 30 minutes. Four 
servings.

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Watering the Garden 


HEN the weather man says 

it’s 90 degrees, you can be 

sure it would register 100 
out there in your garden, so get 
out the hose and give the garden 
rows a big drink. If your hose 
won’t reach, try arranging a 
share-the-hose plan in your neigh- 
borhood., 

For watering the garden in hot, 
dry weather you should make 
shallow trenches with your hoe 
between the rows. At the row 
ends, build up a sort of levee to 
direct the water back into the 
next trench. Here’s a trick with 
a board that makes it possible to 
water four trenches at one time. 
You lay the hose at rismt angle 
on the board, no nozzle of course, 
and re-arrange the board until 
the water flows off of it all along, 
and down into the trenches. You 
may need to make the trenches 
deeper here or there, build up 
the levees or make a cut-off 
somewhere.

The United States Department 
of Agriculture figured that gar- 
dens in hot weather need a mois- 


ture supply equivalent to about 


one inch of rainfall a week. That 
comes to about 900 gallons of 
water for a 30x50 foot garden, A 
big drink, isn’t it? And we 
haven’t had that much rain for 
quite a while. So leave your hose 
on for several hours, maybe ail 
night for several nights, just mov- 
ing it around every hour or s0, 
in order that the whole garden 
can get its fill of water. 

If you have mulched your gar- 
den you won't need to loosen the 
soil after soaking the garden. Oth- 
erwise, about 24 hours after wa- 
tering, loosen the surface with 
your hoe. Shallow — remember! 
Not only because you won't have 
to work so hard but also so that 
you won't injure the close-to-the- 
surface roots that are important 
feeding roots. 

Tomatoes are in the midst of 
their heaviest bearing time now in 
most of our gardens. To keep 
those plants producing heavily, 
give them another meal of liquid 
fertilizer before you water the 
garden. You know the recipe; 
two tablespoons of Victory Garden 
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‘beaten. - 


This word, so much in the day’s 
news, seems dyed-in-the-wool mili- 
tary or naval parlance. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Army and the 
Navy did not have it first. They 
merely borrowed it! 


The armed forces have “lieuten- 
ant” from the terminology of gov- 
ernment and religion, where it 
originally referred to one who ex- 
ercised authority or a command 
delegated by someone else, such 
as the Lord-Lieutenant of a county 
or a Heutenant of the Pope or 
the King. 


The word derives from the 
French “lieu” (place) and “tenant” 
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Fertilizer to one quart of water 
for each plant, Pour it into a 
shallow furrow about six inches 
away from the stem and let it 
soak in.

The paint brush system of hand 
polinalting tomato fower is be- 
coming regular routine in many 
St. Louis gardens. It’s a necessity 
for heavy fruit setting in hot mug- 
gy weather. I’ve had so many 
questions on the peppers not set- 
ting that I suggest you try the 
same tactics on them. If tomato 
or pepper flowers are dropping 
off your plants, get out into the 
garden bright and early in the 
morning with a small water color 
paint brush. Push the dry brush 
gently up into the golden yellow 
flowers, give it a few gentle turns 
and go on to the next and the 
next flowers. 


Do you know the vegetable that 
has the highest water content of 
any of our garden crops? It’s the 
cucumber! It has more than 96 
per cent water content. That's 
why cucumbers and melons are 
watered much more often than 
the other parts of my garden— 
they get a good soaking every oth- 
er night during hot dry spells. To 
have good flavor, cucumbers must 
grow from little pickle size to big 
“cukes” in just a day or so, 
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Every evening I take a basket 
down into the cucumber rows and 
its heavy with cucumbers when I 
go back to the he’ ~*. Making the 
pickles would crowd my canning 
and gardening calendar too much 
these days. Here’s how to get 
around it. Fill a good sized crock 
with cold water and add salt, 
enouzh to float an egg! Put in 
the egg after you have stirred in 
some salt, and keep adding salt 
until the egg floats. Each day you 
can add the cucumbers as you 
pick them, Cover the é¢rock to 
hold the “cukes” under the brine 
so they won't shrink. Whenever 
you have time to spare for mak- 
ing your favorite pickle recipes, 
sonk the cucumbers for a while in 
fresh cold water and they'll be 
crisp and good,

HE generous intentions of the host ‘or hostess) who re- 
T fuses to accept payment for the telephone calls of his 

guests is the subject of this letter: 

“You have written that visitors who use their host's tele- 
phone not only pay for long distance calls and even for local 
calls—if many—in cities where local calls above a very lim- 
ited number are charged for, should remember to keep count 
of these calls and leave the amount with the list beside the 
telephone. But what I wish you would write is advice to 
those hosts who insist that a guest is NOT to pay for any 
calls, thereby putting a guest in the position of feeling that 
he dare not make calls which he would very much like to 
make. This, too, can be discomfiting but to the guest in- 
stead of to the host.” 


IN ANSWER TO THIS, I am more than glad to say that 
I agree that while very few hosts are willing to accept the 
trifling amount of a simple short distance call, or of two 
or three local ones, a conscientious guest is hampered if not 
allowed to pay when he asks to. Quite properly the most 
generous of hosts can say, “If you want to call really long 
distance or put in many calls, of course I'll let you pay if 
you want to.”

Biotin Has 
Beneficial 


Functions

T IS curious that in the nu- 

merous popular discussions of 

the vitamins there is little or 
no mention of a chemical which 
is fundamental for life, now 
named biotin. It is, as far as I 
can see, one of the vitamins. Yet 
in spite of the luscious advertis- 
ing sales appeal,’ there are no 
concentrated tablets of biotin of- 
fered to the great American vita- 
min suckers. And the possibili- 
ties of the commercial continuity 
in its favor are so stupendous! 
I can just hear the silky voices 
oozing out on the evening air: 

“Friends, have you had enough 
biotin today? Biotin, spelled b-i- 
o-t-i-n. Biotin is absolutely neces- 
sary for human life. No living 
organism can continue to live 
without biotin. It keeps the life 
processes going. It is the skin 
vitamin. For perfect touchable 
lovable skin you need daily biotin. 
Folks, are you feeling nervy, out 
of sorts, is your skin scruffy— 
perhaps you need biotin, in the 
large, hard-to-swallow, easy-to- 
gag-on tablet form. Get some to- 
day at your nearest vitamin bar.” 

Only trouble with this lovely 
dream is that, with some slight 
exceptions to be mentioned below, 
we can hardly eat anything that 
hasn’t got biotin in it, and prob- 
ably we form a good deal of it 
in our own bodies for self-utiliza- 
tion and supply.

BIOTIN WAS originally called 
a vitamin—vitamin B6, or the rat 
anti-dermatitis factor, It was 
also put out, I believe, as Vitamin 
F—the skin vitamin. The way its 
existence was discovered was one 
of the by-products of animal ex- 
perimentation, 


Among the numberless experi- 
ments performed in the new field 
of food research in the last three 
decades, one set aimed to observe 
the effect of furnishing rats all 
their protein requirements in the 
form of egg white. What hap- 
pened was that the rats developed 
a dermatitis—a skin disease that 
really was a skin disease. They 
were sorry-looking rats. I have 
seen some of them, and I mean 
they were the worst samples of 
rats I ever laid my eyes on. Their 
hair came out in patches and 
there were scruffs and scales on 
the skin that showed through and 
their eyes were red and watery 
and their claws and tails looked 
sore, 


Then it was found that if yeast, 
potato, arrowroot or casein were 
added to the diet, this dermatitis 
did not occur, The rats, you see, 
were living on nothing but egg 
white, which produced a_e sub- 
stance called avadin, which appar- 
ently absorbs all the biotin which 
is spontaneously produced in the 
body. The dermatitis is un- 
doubtedly due to deficiency of a 
needed food element. It was first 
called Vitamin B six, or pyridox- 
ine, but now considered to be real- 
ly the chemical which has been 
isolated in crystalline form and 
named biotin. 
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THAT EXCEPTION to the 
statement that we all get enough 
biotin in our food occurs only un- 
der experimental conditions. The 
other exception is that perhaps bi- 
otin is in some way concerned in 
the nutrition of cancer cells. The 
evidence is still not clear, but in 
the enormous volume of research 
that is being done on cancer chem- 
istry, the role of biotin may possi- 
bly be found to have possibilities 
for cancer control. 


This article is not supposed to 
have any practical application. It 
aims to suggest some of the new 
ideas in research.in food factors. 
Perhaps something wonderfully 
useful will come out of them,

RATHER interesting sugges- 
A tics has been sent me which 

concerns the wives of service- 
men going to visit their husbands 
in crowded areas. The person 
writing me says that too often 
people do not carry adequate iden- 
tification with them, and this leads 
to many difficulties. 

For instance, my correspondent 
says that wives of servicemen 
might be picked up by the police, 
and if they have no means of iden- 
tification they might find them- 
selves in difficult situations. Be- 
sides, in cases of illness or acci- 
dent or financial] distress, or even 
if they were looking for a job, 
some form of identification must 
be produced. 

One could carry a marriage cer- 
tificate or a photostatic copy of 
it; letters indicating the receipt 
ef allotments, or a dispensary 
card, a license containing a pic- 
ture or fingerprints, ration books 
-—anything, in fact, which will 
show that you are the person you 
claim to be, will sometimes save 
you a great deal of inconvenience 
and trouble.

His 
boat had come, and it had borne 
him off. He is buried on a green 
hill in Kobe.

ATHER LEO SWEENEY, 
F brother of Big Joe who 

runs the leper colony at 
Heaven's Gate, had labored 
there for many years before the 
Japanese sent him into exile with 
all the rest. Father Leo J. Stein- 
bach of Chariton, Ia., was exiled 
from Korea, too, after his good 
works had become legends. He 
had saved blind, decrepit Korean 
beggars, whom he had found dy- 
ing in the highways; had brought 
them’ to his stations and had fed 
them and clothed them. 

A legendary figure in the Ko- 
rean contingent sent into exile by 
the events of Pearl Harbor, was 
mild-mannered Father Hubert M. 
Pospichal, a South Dakotan of 
saintly bearing, whose handling 
of children was extraordinary. 
‘These men, heavy-hearted over 
their forced departure from the 
Land of Morning Calm, joined 
Father Briggs and other mission- 
ers from Japan, at Yokohama. 
They boarded first the Japanese 
liner Asama Maru, then trans- 
ferred to the Gripsholm, and at 
last saw New York Harbor one 
morning at dawn, seventy days 
after they had set out from Ja- 
pan. Men and women repatriates 
crowded against the rail to stare 
happily at the Statue of Liberty. 

“Our eyes were moist,” Father 
Briggs sometimes recalls.

West led the club four. Declarer 
put up the jack on the hope that 
East had the king and would (in- 
correctly) cover, but East could 
not make that mistake. The blank 
ace won the trick and declarer im- 
mediately led three rounds of 
trumps. East got in to lead the 
spade through the king, and 
South ruffed the third round of 
the suit. Now the diamond queen 
was led through West who, not 
unnaturally, covered. Declarer 
could not know that the king had 
been blank, so he returned a dia- 
mond to the jack, and was dis- 
guested to learn that he would 
have to concede the setting trick 
to East’s well guarded diamond 
nine. 

Correct play was ag follows: De- 
clarer plays a low club from dum- 
my on the first trick. He takes 
the diamond finesse at the second 
trick. When the king appears, he 
wins with the ace, leads the club 
queen and throws the diamond 
eight on it. If West has the clubd 
king he now must return a spade, 
because if he doesn’t, declarer will 
discard a spade on the club jack. 
Thus, declarer will lose only one 
spade trick, one club, one trump, 
and no diamonds.
